there has been a decided Increase in 
the cost of the government of the state 
of Minnesota, according to the federal 
census bureau. 
The cost of the state 
government in the year ended June 
30, 192J, was $43,062,885, u per capita 
of $17.80. 
In 1918 tile total cost was 
$19,802,430, a per capita of $8.63, and 
in J915 it was $16,557,650, a per capita 
of $7.54. 
The per capita cost for 1921 consist­ 
ed of $15.75 for general departments, 
interest 24 cents, and outlays $1.83 
The total revenue receipts 
in 
1921 
were $40,403,857, or $16.70 per capPa. 
The excess of cost over receipts Wi. s 
$1.10 per capita. 


Property and special taxes consti­ 
tuted tile greater part of the revenue. 
They represented 34.5 per cent for 
1921, 35.4 for 1918 and 35.5 for 1915. 
The increase in the amount of p ro p ­ 
erty and special taxes was 21.5 per 
cent from 1915 to 1918, and 65.9 from 
1918 to 1921. 
Tho per capita property 
in special taxes for the three years 
were $5.77, $3.66 and $3.15. 
The earnings of general departm ents 
or compensation facilities rendered by 


s t a t e officials, represented 
19.3 
per 
cent of tile total revenue for 1921, 
with 20.9 for 1918 and 17.6 for 1915. 
Business on nonbusiness licenses, 
which in previous years included re­ 
ceipts for liquor licenses, constituted 
34.3 per cent of the total revenue for 
1921, with 30.6 for 1918 and 33.5 for; 
1915. 
Receipts from business licenses 


consisted chiefly of taxes exacted from 
insurance and other incorporated com 
panics. 
Those from nonbusineas li­ 
censes comprised taxes on motor ve­ 
hicles and amounts paid for hunting 
and fishing privileges. 
The net indebtedness (funded and 
floating debit less sinking fund assets) 
of the state was $8.93 per capita for 
1921, $?.61 for 1918 and $1.18 for 1915 
The bureau said that general prop­ 
erty taxes varied in various states and 
the hest estimate it could

for 
Minnesota is that the per capita levy 
for 1921 was $4.75.

DESTROYING NOXIOUS WEEDS 


Now thai the state authorities have iPaugm'ated a stale-wide 
campaign for the destruction of noxious weeds, it is well to know 
that under the Minnesota laws it is the duty of every occupant of 
land to cut down noxious weeds and to comply wiith requests from 
weed inspectors regarding the destruction of weeds. 
The state law provides that the governing authorities of cities, 
villages and towns take steps to have noxious weeds growing along 
reads or streets destroyed and the expense charged to the munici­ 
pality affected. 
The railroad companies are also held responsible, the law 
providing that noxious weeds must he destroyed on and adjoining 
the right of way. 
Threshing machines must be cleaned after be­ 
ing operated at different places that the spread of noxious weed 
seed may be avoided. 
Among noxious weeds held detrimental to farming are per­ 
ennial and sow thistle, Canada thistle, hare’s ear mustard, toad 
flat, wild mustard, French weed, false flax, giant or dwarf rag 
weed, blue bur, blue lettuce, cocklebur, burdock, oxeye daisy, white 
daisy, snapdragon, sour dock, yellow dock, braberry bush, king- 
head and quack grass, Russian thistle, and tumbling mustard.

HOMEN IN GOVERNMENT .SERVICE 


The Republican administration, it may have been noticed, 
has taken an advanced step in regard to women lately. The Presi­ 
dent and the Secretary of State have ruled that women can be 
secretaries of foreign legat ions on exactly the same terms as men. 
The candidates for these positions take a very rigid exam mu­ 
llen in history, languages, international law, etc., and the appoint­ 
ments are made from those who 'successfully pass, regardless of 
sex. 
Secretary Hughes has always been most fair to women, and 
in many cases has been the legal advisor of the suffragists. 
He 
will not discriminate in his appointments as farms men and women 
are concerned. 
More than 1,000 women have been appointed postmasters 
of Presidential offices under the present administration, accord­ 
ing to a report submitted to the President from the Postoffice De­ 
partment. 
The President, it is stated, was much gratified at the 
report, and expressed interest in learning of the satisfactory wrork 
being performed by the women.

It is apparent from information received ait the War Depart­ 
ment that, although a treaty was signed at the Washington Con­ 
ference on Limitation of Armaments by which the United States, 
Great Britain, France, Italy and Japan bound themselves to ad­ 
here to agreements for the prohibition of the uses of noxious gases 
in warfare, several governments are continuing experiments in 
the preparation of poisonous chemicals for war purposes.

c f the countries agreeing upon the treaty, except the United States, 
however , have as yet ratified the treaty, although all are expected 
to do so within a few’ months.
